D isaster Still Entom bed. 


P ittsb urg, Jan. 27.— Ev«»n the e le ­ 
m en ts seem con sp irin g to prevent the 
w ork of rescu e at tlu> Harwick m ine. 
A lm ost zero w eather and a bitter, bit­ 
ing, cruel w ind sw ept down over the 
little v a lley w h ere the m ine is located 
and nearly added another list of dead 
to the lon g black table already m ea s­ 
ured off. 
N ot only w as the work of 
search for th e dead and living, if any 
are still a liv e, rudely interrupted, hut 
cold and ieo and wiml com bined near­ 
ly cost th e liv es of sixteen m ore good 
m en. 
S ix teen m en w ent down into the 
»haft to do th e work of bratticing, 
b olsterin g, 
tu n n ellin g and 
rem oving 
the debris th at has so far barred their 
progress into th e w orkings w here the 
m en w ere at labor, w hen the explosion 
cam e. 
T heir sh ift w as supposed to be 
o f three hours only. 
Even at that it 
w as a hard task . 
Even before the 
bucket reach ed the bottom they were 
drenched w ith w ater which the cold 
draft through th e sh a fts turn« »1 to ice. 
It w as six hou rs after the first three 
m en of th e party w ho went dow n w»ere 
brought to th e surface.
